Even the Germans Are Not 
United Behind the Chan- 
cellor, for Deputy Scheide- 
mann Tells Reichstag the 
Socialists Did Not Fight to 
Dismember Russia or Sub- 
jugate Belgium. 


New York, February 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Imperial Chancellor von 
Hertling has failed to drive a wedge 
between the entente allies by his reply 
to President Wilson. The declaration 


that German aggression in the east ifs 
not intended for conquest has come at 


a time when German acts belie the, 


words of the chancellor, and Paris and 
London have officially rejected any 
proffers of the olive branch that the 
more hopeful of the people saw in the 
acceptance, in principle, of the four 
points enunciated by President Wilson 
as the basis for peace negotiations. 

Arthur J. Balfour, the British secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, sounded the 
keynote for the entente allies when, 
speaking at London, he said that until 
German militarism was a thing of the 
past, and there came into existence a 
court armed with executive powers 
making the weak nations as safe as 
the strong, the war must go on. He 
characterized Von Hertling’s attitude 
toward Belgium as unsatisfactory and 
insisted that German practice does not 
coincide with President Wilson's prop- 
ositions, 

Philipp Scheidemann, the German 80- 
ciajist leader, haa voiced the protest of 
his party to the peace that is being 
forced on Russia. In a debate in the 
reichstag he said that Germany must 
negotiate a peace by understanding 
and that the independence of Belgium 
must be secured. He says that the 
Flemings and Walloons must settle 
their own differences. 


GERMAN SOCIALIST 
PROTESTS SCHEMES 
FOR ANNEXATIONS 


Amsterdam, February 27.—In the de- 
bate on Chancellor von  Hertling’s 
speech, Philipp Scheidemann, aad s0- 
cialist leader, satd: . 

“We fought for the defense of the 
fatherland against barbarism and 
against the entente’s plans of con- 


quest. We did not, however, fight for} 


the dismemberment of Russia, or the 
subjugation of Belgium. The govern- 
ment’s policy towards Russia is not 
ours. 

“True, the Bolsheviki played into 
the hands of all disintegrating ten- 
dencies in Russia, but we do not desire 
“a peace with the entente Iike that 
which is being concluded with Russia. 
The government must remain ready 
for real peace by understanding. 

‘The independence of Belgium must 
be secured and the Flemings and Wdi- 
loons must settle their differences 
among themselves. We do not desire 
the humiliation of the enemy or peace 
by force.”

M. Soule, food administrator for Geor- 
gia; Former Governor N. E. Harris, 
J. J. Brown, commissioner of agricul- 
ture; F. C. Wolcott, chief aide to Hef- 
bert Hoover, federal food administra- 
tor, and others that the people of this 
state must not only fe¢d themselves, 
but must raise a surplus of food crops, 
so that some may be sent to the allies, 
pledged themselves to support their 
country in this, her most serious crisis. 

The gathering was the most repre- 
sentative of its kind that Georgia has 
ever known. Every section of the state 
and practically every county was rep- 
resented by a delegation of citizens, 
and with them they brought a store of 
unbounded enthusiasm Which, they 
kept turning loose with the rapidity of 
a barrage fire as the speakers pictured 
the terrible suffering that is going on 
in Europe and what is the duty of this 
country in the war on the Germans.

ALIEN SLAGKERS 
~ FACE EXPULSION 


If They Claim Military Ex- 
emption—Drastic Measure 
to Reach Aliens Passed by 
the House. 


Washington, February 27.—The s0- 
called alien slacker bill, to bar from 
citizenship and authorize deportation 
of aliens of draft age who claim ex- 
emption from military service, and au- 
thorizing the drafting of any aliens 
for agricultural or manufacturing 
work, was passed by the house tonight 
by a vote of 344 to 21. It now goes 
to the senate. 

The administration opposed the bill 

on the ground that it violates existing 
treaties and would embarrass the gov- 
ernment in negotiating treaties with 
its co-belligerents providing for’ the 
drafting of their nationals resident in 
this country. Such treaties with Great 
Britain and Canada have been signed 
and those with France and Italy are 
about completed. 
' The bill is applicable only to citi- 
gens of countries at war with Germany 
who are eligible to American citizsen- 
ship and provides not only that they 
shall be forever barred from citizen- 
ship in the United States, but that they 
ehall be deported as soon as procticable. 
The immigration committee in report- 
ing the bill and speakers in the house 
today said it would not be possible 
to deport any appreciable number of 
affected aliens any time soon since 
ag to carry them would not be avail- 
a@bdie. 

Before passing the bill the house de- 
feated, 235 to 133, an amendment by 
Representative Rogers, of hu- 
setts, which provided that the act 
should not supercede any existing trea- 
ties which stipulate that the United 
States shall not subject the nationals 
of a treaty country to compulsory mil- 
itary service.

The dispatch refers to the meeting 
between Emperors Charles and William 
lebruary 22, and says there seems lit- 
tle doubt that a serious conflict has 
arisen between the two nations, which 
Germany is determined to settle by 
violent measures if necessary. 


Lacking in Ceordiality. 
The dispatch follows: 


“Charles I. paid a visit to William II. 
the 22d of February. Ludendorff was 
present at the interview.

COOK MAKES 


HIS STATEMENT. 


After a conference with attorneys 
the defemdant, Cook, took the stand and 
made a statement to the jury on his 
own behalf.

CAMPAIGN IN SIBERIA 
ADVOCATED BY JAPAN 


Continued ‘From First Page, 


who may make their delivery one of 
the conditions of, any peace treaty 
which they are about to compel the 
Bolsheviki to sign. 

This situation is regarded by 
Japanese as warranting some meas- 
ures to secure these stores, even if 
this involves military action on their 
part. They are quite willing to have 
the co-operation of the entente forces 
and of American troops and sailors and 
the problem now before the co-bellig- 
erent chancellories is whether Japan 
shall be allowed to proceed _ single- 
handed if a campaign in this quarter 
iis begun, or whether there shaH be 
;jJoint operations. Looking to the fu- 
ture, it has been argued that there 
should be a combination movement to 
avoid any such question as to the ulti- 
mate disposition of occupied territory 
in Siberia as might follow the exclu- 
sive entry of any one country. 

America Conld Furnish Force. 

From the tone of the discussion o” 
this subject in official Washington 
it appears that while the entente gov- 
ernm ts incline favorably to a joint 
camp&ign with Japan in Siberia they 
are faced with the obstacle that prac- 
tically none of them have any troops 
or ships available. This statement 
does not apply, however, to America. 
which not only has some powerful 
cruisers with large crews and marine 
contingents in Asiatic waters, but in 
addition has about 20,000 troops in the 
Philippines and two full battalions, 
pout 900 strong, in China and on the 
line of railroad where they could be 
rushed quickly into Siberia. 

While this whole American 
would be insignificant compared -to 
Japan's great naval and military fe- 
sources at the scene, the participation 
of the American troops would serve :to 
maintain its international character. 

The Russian representatives in 
Washington strongly disapprove of 
any campaign in Siberia, conducted un- 
der Japanese auspices, even though 
there be joint operations, urging the 
belief that the Bolsheviki elements 
struggling for control at Viadivostok 
and along the Siberian railroad will 
never permit the military stores to 
pass into German possession and that 
they can be depended upon to prevent 
the seizure of railroad stations by the 
German prisoners of war, who are re- 


ported to have been given their liberty 
by the Siberian local authorities.

GOMPERS AND BOOZE. . 


There are many things of a constructive 
and war-winning nature which Samuel Gd®&- 
pers, president of the American Federation 
of Labor, might by far better be doing just 
now than lobbying for booze. 

The labor chief’s aggressive champion- 
ing of John Barleycorn’s case before the 
American public and American legislatures 
will do himself, labor and the nation no good. 
More than that, in planting himself—wheth- 
er his organization is or is not with him— 
between public sentiment and the liquor 
business in the country his position is anal- 


ogous to that of the bull that defied the loco- | 


motive. 
Prohibition—nation-wide prohibition—is 


coming; and the man who essays to avert 


its coming might as well butt his head } 


against a stone wall. 

Surely the leader of organized labor in 
this country, especially in a time like this 
when so much in the way of national safety 
is dependent upon labor, is not acting in a 
manner intended to strengthen labor’s posi- 
tion or to help the government when he vol- 
untarily goes before legislative committees 
in defense of the liquor interests, as Mr. 
Gompers did in Albany, N. Y., last Tuesday. 

As to Mr. Gompers’ “argument” before 
the Albany Jegislators, it is hardly such as 
would convince any thoughtful man that his 
state should turn thumbs down on the pro 
hibition amendment. His declaration that 
“conditions in Russia today are primarily 
due to enforced prohibition” ig ridiculous; 
his rehearsal of the trite old stereotyped, 
honey-combed, false-bottomed cant about 
“personal liberty” merely tiring: * 

Lined up with Joe Bailey, of Texas, Mr. 
Gompers furthermore attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the proposed amendment on the 
ground that it would give both federal and 
state authorities jurisdiction in enforcing 
the prohibitory clause—precisely the same, 
presumably, as the Harrison anti-narcotic 
drugs act is “unconstitutional!” 

Again, said Mr. Gompers, leaving one 
ridiculous position and shifting to another— 


“Aren't we asking about enough of ’ 


German and Austrian fellow citizens to 
be loyal and give their supporte-to this °

AMERICANS ON LEAVE IN 
PARIS 


Bulletin of the Rureau ef Geographic 
Information of the National Geo- 
graphic Seciety of Washington 


How American soldiers will be helped to 
enjoy their leave from the firing line when 
they’ visit Paris occasionally is suggested 
in an engaging communication from Carolyn 
Corey to the National Geographic Society. 
Mrs. Corey, who has been in Paris for nearly 
two years, helping soldiers on furlough to 
entertain themselves, gives a picturesque 
account of one of her “personally conducted 
tours of Versailles” in command of a group 
of 32 American, Canadian, Australian and 
New Zealand soldiers. A part of her commu- 
nication is issued by the society as the fol- 
lowing war geography bulletin: 

“Yesterday. afternoon I took thirty-two 
soldiers to Versailles. I make this trip 
three times a week. On the other days I 
am guide in Paris for our men from the 
front. It is such fun that I object strenu- 
ously to any reference to this as my ‘war 
work.’ 

“French soldiers get home leaves every 
four months. But I’ve had boys with me 
who were out of line for the first time in/a 
year. They were the lucky ones; for many 
that I meet tell me they are free for ten 
days after sixteen, seventeen, and even nine- 
teen months. If their first excursion hap- 
pens to take place on the day of arrival, they 
are more frightened of me than of all the 
shells gnd ‘shrap’ they've ever faced.

“Not the feast of my task is to put them 
at their eage. I succeed best when I talk 
their ‘lingo.’ l'ye learned a lot of it from 
ee ee and am learning more 
every% day.

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Practically the only way people catch 
coryza, pharyngitis, tonsillitis, quinsy, diph- 
theria, laryngitis, bronchitis, influenza, pneU- 
monia and tuberculosis, is by venturing 
under the five-foot barrage of some cougher 
or sneezer. Beyond the five-foot barrag® 
one is comparatively safe from the infectious 
germ-laden invisible spray given off by @ 
patient in coughing, sneezing, speaking and 
laughing. United States army medical offi- 
cers explain the prevalence of pneumonia 
among soldiers in cantonments in, a way 
quite different from that assumed by some 
of the personages at Washington. The medi-+ 
cal officers state that the floor and air space 
in the barracks were less than sanitary rules 
demand, and therefore it was not possible 
to have five feet of space between heads. 
Some politician is to blame for that mistake, 
of course. 

Only the doctor and the nurse need ven- 
ture under the five-foot barrage. All others 
can transact any necessary business they may 
have with the patient from a reasonable dis- 
tance. A visitor, for instance, may show just 
as much sympathy—or curiosity—at eight 
feet as she can at three feet. 

Germs have no wings, no feet, no means 
of locomotion. They go only where they are 
carried. And it is a safe working rule that 
they are not carried beyond the five-foot 
limit. 

In Durand hospital, Chicago, a variety of 
contagious diseases are treated, such as 
meningitis, pneumonia, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, etc. No fumigation is used in the 
hospital, except occasionally for clothing 
which cannot be sterilized by steam. Re 
antiseptic solutions are used for washing 
rooms or for washing the hands of attend- 
ants. Soap and water are relied upon for 
sanitary cleanliness. Bedding and all jaun- 
dry are sterilized in the autoclave before 
going to the wash. All wa@te, dressings, etc., 
are collected in paper bags and burned. Eat- 
ing utensils are boiled after each use. Face 
masks of a’ double thickness of gauze are 
worn by doctors and nurses, to protect nose 
and mouth from pos@ible spray fmfection. 
These masks have apparently put an end fo 
attacks of tonsillitis, pharyngitis and rhinitis 
(“cold in head’) that were 
quent among nurses before the gnasks were 
adopted. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS. 
Great Big Bouncing Boy. 

1. Is 18% pounds too much for a boy 9 
weeks old to weigh? He is breast fed. 2. 
What causes croup, and what is a good 
remedy? 3. How long should a baby wear 
the abdominal band? (Mrs. H. &.) 

ANSWER—1. The average baby weighs 
20 pounds when one year old. 2. Spasm of 
throat muscles induced by some slight in- 
flammation of nose or throat or larynx. 
Teaspoonful of ipecac syrup, to be repeated 
after twenty minutes if vomiting has not 
occurred. Wrap baby up, then open all win- 
dows wide to admit cold air. Croup seldom 
if ever develops when the baby sleeps In a 
well ventilated room. 3. Only long enough 
to retain the navel dressing in place. When 
the dressing is no longer necessary, discard 
the binder. That is, unless you want to raise 
a mollycoddle. . 

Other Things for Constipation. : 

Is wheat bran the only remedy you ad- 
vise for constipation? (E. M. 8.) 

ANSW ER—No, it is only one remedy, but 
it is a good one, for it does good and never 
does any harm. Other remedies are regular 
habit in attending to the wee small impulse 
at the regular time, normally soon after each 
meal. And these items in the diet: Figs, 
fruits with see@s, skins of potatoes (baked), 
whole corn, ‘wéole wheat bread or graham 
bread, oatmeal cooked not over twenty min- 
utes, prunes, honey, olive oil, vegetable sal- 
ads, all greens, apples, bananas, pineapple, 
squash, turnip, carrots, parsnips, raw cab- 
bage (salad), lettuce, celery, oranges, grape- 
fruit, spinach, tomatoes, chard, etc. 

Grip or Grippe, Not a Specific Disease. 

Is grip or grippe caused by a germ? Is 
the germ inhaled in the air in the winter 
time? Is the air laden with disease germs, 
in certain kinds of weather? (C. F. A.) 

ANSWER—So-called grip or la grippe is 
a kind of general and fashionable title which 
has displaced the older and vulgar title of 
“cold,” and quite as indefinite. Persons hav- 
ing “grippe”’ have various infections, usually 
a streptococcus infection, and only rarely the 
bacillus of influenza. Of course germs are 
not inhaled in the air, and the air is not 
laden with disease germs at any time, ex- 
cepting within the five-foot barrage of an 
open-face sneezer or cougher or talker or 
laugher who harbors infection in nose or 
throat. The notion that disease germs float 
invisibly in the air (excepting in the invisible 
spray given off as just explained and travel- 
ing not beyond five feet from the patient's 
fece) was an old theory, but has been deft- 
ritely disproved by careful scientific test.

Inspectors of the United States 
health service tomorrow morning will 
begin -placarding hotels, restaurants 
and other eating establishments in At- 
lanta that have met the rigid require- 
ments as to sanitation, and every place 
in the city that is considered fit to 
serve food to the soldiers of Uncle 
Sam will have a certificate for cén- 
spicuous display announcing the fact 


that the federal inspectors have given 


the place a clean bill of health. 

By the end of the week every place 
that has met the requirements will 
have received its certificate and sol- 
diers from Camp Gordon and other 
points who visit Atlanta will be al- 
lowed to patronize them, but a provost 
guard will be posted in the city for the 
purpose of preventing the soldiers en- 
tering establishments that do not ex- 
hibit the official placards. Orders will 
also be given the men at Camp Gor- 
don and Fort McPherson that they will 
be subject to military discipline 
should they patronize any place serv- 
ing food in Atlanta which does not 
display the certificate from the pub- 
lic health service. 

Official Certificate. 

The placards which will be posted 
on the food serving establishments 
that pass the final inspection will read 
as follows: 

“Certificate of Inspection, by the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice. This is to certify that — 
has on this date been inspected and 
found to be complying with the 
rules and regulations governing 
sanitary inspections issued by the 
United States public health service. 
This certificate is revocable by the 
issuing authority upon failure to 
comply with the prescribed regu- 
lations. Offical: 
Date (Signed) : 
The rules for sanitation, as laid down 

by the public healtn service, are made 
for the protection of the _ soldiers 
against disease and the lack of an 
official certificate of inspection will 
have no effect upon the general pub- 
lic, except to serve as a warning. The 
civilian may use his choice regarding 
the place he wishes to patronize with- 
out regard to whether or not it bears 
a publie health placard. ; 

Rigid Requirements. 


The requirements made by the fed- 
eral inspectors as to the handling of 
food are very rigid, and although no 
figures would be given out at “the 
office of the public health service in 
the Rhodes building, it is understood 
that but a few establishments have as 
vet fully qualified for certificates. 
Many places are expected to qualify 
before tomorrow, however. 

A rigid inspection is made of the 
premises, which must have no accumu- 
lations of waste, nor surface drainage; 
the construction of the building must 
allow for sufficient light, ventilation, 
egress, etc., and must be proof against 
animals and rodents. Size of the rooms 
must be ample for equipment and em- 
ployees and the plumbing must_be.of 
approved type. . 

The flooring, walls and ceilings must 
be of approved construction, in good 
repair and clean. All doors and aper- 
tures must have self-closing, tight- 
fitting screens. 

The water supply must be above re- 
proach and the inspectors will pass all 
places using city. water, as Atlanta 
water has been officially declared good 
and healthful. 

Kitchens must be used exclusively 
for cooking and there must be no liv- 
ing quarters, no toilets, no ash pit or 
coal bin within or directly connected 
with the room where food is handled.

Starve Unless Given Food 
Until Flower Time. 


Dr. A. M. Soule, federal food admin- 
istrator for Georgia, announces that 
increased executive efficiency for the 
economic regulation of the handling 
and shipping of food products with a 
view to minimizing the waste, is be- 
ing rapidly effected. Specific regula- 
tions/for the acceptance and unloading 
of périshable products in order to pre- 
Vent excessive accumulation are being 
framed and will be enforced. 

Excessive profits are under ban and 
the statement is made that licenscee 
must ndt take more than a reasonable 
profit ove rthe cost of any stock or 
commodity on hand or sold under con- 
tract. Poultry food containing more 
than 10 per cent wheat will be prohib- 
ited and no wheat fit for human con- 
sumption must be used for thig pur- 
pose. A pamphfet has been issued by 
the food administration which gives the 
rules and regulations made and pro- 
vided for governing all food transac- 
tions. 

A question of ultimate economy in 
the feeding of granulated sugar to bees 
has precipitated discussion and the 
question as to whether the probable 
production of ten pounds of honey later 
would justify the feeding of one pound 
of sugar now, has arisen, and the pre- 
vailing, opinion seems to be that even 
with e present carcity of sugar the 
busy little honey producer is entitled 
to his sfare.

Proposed to Rebuild Span- 
ish Railways for Ship- 
ments to Pershing—Amer- 


ican Goods Offered to 
Spain. 


Washington, February 27.—Rehabili- 
tation of the Spanish railroad system 
is planned by the United States to 
make possible the shipment of large 
quantities of supplies from Spain to 
General Pershing’s forces in France. 


An offer of American railway me- 
terials has been made as a part of ne- 
gotiations the United States is conduct- 
ing to induce Spain to lift her embargo 
against the shipment of goods into 
France, placed, according to the Span- 
ish government, because of the broken 
down condition of her roads. 

While a final agreement has not been 
signed, a conclusion of th enegotia- 
tions, it was said today, are near and 
Spain again has been notified that all 
Spanish ships held in American ports 
are free to sail as soon as they dis- 
charge the parts of their cargoes for 
which licenses have been denied or re- 
voked. It was reiterated that there is 
no disposition to hold Spanish ships to 
exert pressure on the negotiations. 
There are now in American ports some 


sailing ships. 
Spannish Tonnage Wanted. 

The American government, it was 
learned today, in its latest proposal to 
Spain has asked for the use of con- 
siderable Spanish tonnage on terms 
similar to those on which it obtained 


ships owned by the northern European 
neutrals. This tonnage would be paid 
for at a high rate and for the most 
part would be used by the United States 
in the non-hazardous trades. 

The war trade board’s plan for re- 
ducing imports calls for a considerable

| Chicago, February 27.—Letters set- 
iting forth the desire of John C. Evers- 
man, recently assistant secretary of 
ithe republican national committee, to 
‘represent the packers in Washington 
and of his employment by” Wilson & 
Co. as their representative in the capi- 
tal, enlivened the final minutes of to- 
day’s hearing of the federal trade com- 
mission investigation of the packing 
industry. 

Outlines Qualifications as Lobbyist. 

Mr. Eversman outlined in deta}, ac- 
cording to letters introduced, his quali- 
fications. Others letters introduced by 
Francis J. Heney, counsel for the com- 
mission, showed that the packers did 
not join in hiring Eversman, but that he 
was employed in the capacity he sug- 
gested by Wilson & Co. at a much 
smaller salary than he named in his 
inegotiations with the five packing 
, houses. 
| The Eversman letters followed close- 
ly testimony of Seymour H. Neumann, 
| of The Chicago Produce News, relative 
| to methods of the packers in buying 
‘and selling eggs, butter and poultry. 
| The first of the letters dated Wash- 
idngton, May 5, 1917, and addressed to 
Henry Veeder, Chicago, counsel for 
Swift & Co., read: 
“Fred Upham has explained the dit- 
| fieulty of getting the principals to- 
, gether which, of course I can appre- 
ciate. However, our friends heee whose 
‘backing and co-operation I can count 


} 


‘on are hoping that possibly things will 
}oome to a tavorable head the forth- 
coming week. They are willing to 
(help me organize the work so results 
| will be produced.” 

Explaining this letter, which he said 
'was taken from the Swift files, not 
from Veeder’s vault, Heney said anoth- 
er written in the form of a memoran- 
idum from Eversman was discovered in 
i Armour files by agents of the 
commission.

| “The proposed new association with

His employ- 
Iment by Wilson & Co. was stated in 
a letter dated July 17, 1917, which fixed 
his salary at $2,500 yearly.

Another letter read dated July 23, 
1917, and signed by Eversman, was ad-

| represent the packers. The letter said: 
' “My Dear Mr. Skipworth: I have

Not to Be Arbitrary in Dealing 
With Labor—Labor Natu- 


rally Suspicious. 


‘Washington, February 27.—Regional 
railroad directors have been cautioned 


which might appear arbitrary, eaid Di- 
rector General McAdoo in a statement 


issued tonight, particularly because 
railway labor men atill have a sus- 
picion that executives while working 
under government control are seeking 
to discredit federal management. The 
statement also discloses instruction giv- 
en the regional directors on many other 
subjects. ) 

“You should bear in mind,” said the 
instructions, “that labor has the very 
natural feeling that rallroad managers, 
although now working for the govern- 
ment, necessarily continue the same 
conception of and attitude towards la- 
bor problems that they had when act- 
ing under private management 

“The general policy as to all labor 
is that there shall be no interruption 
of work because of amy controversies 
between employers and employees.” 

Most disputes, the instructions said, 
‘should be referred to the director gen- 
eral, who will deal with them through 
| the railroad administration’s division 
of labor, headed by W. 8. Carter, or 
through the railroad wage commission, 
'said Mr. McAdoo. Mr. Carter now is 
‘considering formation of a permanent 
|}mediation board to assist him in set- 
tling disputes after the wage commis- 
| sion had completed its work and turned 
‘in its general recommendations on wage 
 ecales. 

, Mr. McAdoo also has instructed the 
‘regional direotors to investigate and 
, report on these subjects: Curtailment

| BY SAVING OF FLOUR 


Americus, Ga, 


February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Americus paper hangers are 
feeling the pinch of the war. They 
are probably the first to be forced 
entirely out of business by reason of 
the food administration’s regulations 
governing the sale of wheat flour. 
These artisans use quantities of flour 
in preparing paste, and there is no 
provision in the regulations whereby 
this can be given them.

‘Meanwhile, the business of paper hang- 
ing in this county is at a standstill. 
Unless the state food authorities rule 
favorably to the paper hangers, no per- 
mits will be issued whereby they may 
purchase flour, and the business will 
remain dormant during the war.

36 vessels, it was officially announced 
today. Some of the steamships, it is| 


stated, were loaded with English 
troops, and’ the sinkings, therefore, 
caused a corresponding loss of human 
life. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“The Wolf in the execution of the 
tasks allotted to her destroyed at least 
85 enemy mercantile vessels or vessels 
plying in behalf of the enemy, having | 
an aggregate of at least 210,000 gross | 
registered tons, or so badly damaged | 
them that their further use is out of 
the question for a long time to come. 

“These consisted chiefly of large and 
valuable English steamers, the equiva- | 
lent replacement of which is not possi-. 
ble for a considerable time. Several of 
these were loaded with English troops 
and transports, and their . sinking, : 
therefore, caused a corresponding loss 
of human lives. 


“Further warlike measures of the 
auxiliary cruiser resulted in the sink- 
ing of a Japanese ship of the line, the 
Haruna, of 28,000 tons displacement, 
and either an English or Japanese 
cruiser, the name of which could not 
be ascertained, was badly damaged.”
